My Travel Agent ie. 
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The November Pano containing ‘‘Impressions of 
the 356B"’ arrived on December 28th; on Decem- 
ber 29th the ‘Old Lady,"’ vintage 1954, was 
replaced by ‘‘Our Argent Lady,”’ a 356B Normal 
metallic silver Coupe. 


The contrast between our '54 and '60 Porsches 
was nearly as great as that between our '54 and 
what we had driven previously. We can hon- 
estly say that our ‘‘newy one”’ is the best yet, 
and represents the greatest improvements at one 
stroke since late 1952 when Alfin brake drums 
and synchro transmission appeared. Our 356B 
has been with us two months and has logged 
3,000 miles. Needless to say, we have gone 
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impressions of 


over her with a fine toothed comb; so here goes 
on our further impressions and what we like and 
think could be improved. 


First, comes the new distributor and dealer set-up. 
We all received with our February Pano a list of 
the distributors and dealers in the U. S. This is 
really quite a list for a firm that hopes to build 
10,000 cars this year. We have had correspond- 
ence with the new distributor in our area. At 
first, we were critical, but now he has our sym- 
pathies. He received his first shipment of 
356B's in November, some of which were dam- 
aged in shipment, and nothing else. By late 
January, he had received no shop manuals, parts,

or much else. It will take time for our six new 
distributors to become the centers of knowledge 
and parts they should be, but we must give them 
a chance. In the meantime, 356B owners, take 
it easy; you might have your car laid up for 
longer than you like waiting for some small part, 
peculiar to the 356B only. 


What was the car's condition upon purchase? 
It received one deep scratch across its top, and 
the dealer had the top taken down to the metal 
and repainted four times before the paint 
matched well. The can of paint that came with 
the car wasn't right. Careful examination of the 
car revealed the workmanship generally equal to 
that of our ‘54 when received, except for one 
good sized paint run on the body below the 
front bumper where it didn’t show. One small 
but important ‘‘bug’’ was discovered which could 
have destroyed the complete car by fire. Under 
the dash leading off from the cigar lighter, was 
a 5 inch length of red wire with a male plug-in 
adaptor on its loose end. This wire is hot at all 
times, switch on or off. It was meant as a power 
source for an optional electric:clock which wasn't 
there. It was free to swing and hit several metal 
objects and hence, start a major electrical fire 
under the dash. This small wire and its potential 
are reminiscent of similar defects in some of our 
major airliners. This is not presented in a critical 
manner, but rather to drive home the point that 
a Porsche deserve as close inspection and care 
as an airliner; everything wrong CAN be critical, 
at least to your pocketbook. Otherwise, the car 
has passed her break-in period with flying colors. 


What especially do we like about the 356B over 
a '58 or '59? The most important single im- 
provement is the new transmission; only an idiot 
could clash gears on it if his clutch were down. 
We have had the opportunity to drive a good 
‘59 Normal for comparison. One would swear 
the '60 Normal has more horses but it doesn't. 
The difference is that easy, quick shifting saves a 
horse or two between each shift. We like the 
added front quarter panel windows which can 
blow lots of cold air in to cool us in summer. 
Previously, a coupe could get very hot inside 
under a bright sun. We like the raised bumpers 
and new look. The front hood ornament may 
look wide, but on a second look it blends in with 
the new fender line. It is also a good deal 
stronger than before and won't buckle in the 
middle from service station attendants pushing on 
it too hard. The new muffler has spherical ends 
and no corners, which makes for a different 
sound and quieter car. The brakes, using Ener- 
git linings, are definitely improved . . . no 


squeaks and far less influenced by moisture. The 
brake back plates are new and the front-end 
parts are beefed up and stronger. VW front end 
parts are no longer interchangeable. The new 
combination direction signal, flasher, and dim- 
mer switch on the steering column gets our vote. 
You soon get used to it and it keeps one’s left 
hand on the steering wheel near it at all times 
where it belongs. You can go into a fast corner 
at night and downshift to third, and still dim 
your lights without trouble for that car coming 
around the corner. We miss the inset groove for 
our thumbs in the steering wheel rim, but know 
that the new wheel is a good deal stronger than 
the old. 


Now, for what we don't like about the 356B. 
The rear reflectors above the tail-lights are only 
on the export model. They do not blend with the 
otherwise smooth lines and reflector glass in the 
tail lights would not detract from the lines. Both 
doors contain very fragile plastic covers over 
the cut-out holes that give access for door- 
mounted rear-view mirrors. If you can remove 
one of these and replace it without breaking the 
plastic clip, you deserve a letter of praise from 
the factory. One was already broken on my 
car upon delivery. The windshield wipers use 
blades that are not interchangeable (because of 
the method of connecting) with those of recent 
past models. They do work as well as those on 
any other car. The answer to good wiping is to 
use Tridal (reported on in Christophorus) to get 
the silicone off the glass. The hand throttle and 
light switch are placed in such a way that one 
wants to reach through the steering wheel to con- 
trol them; this is bad. This does not apply to 
roadster dashes. The defroster doesn't com- 
pletely defrost the windshield; an accessory elec- 
tric fan under the dash would probably solve 
this. 


English edition shop manuals for the 356B are 
not as yet available. Here are a few technical 
facts we have learned so far, but we hope to be 
able to supply Pano with a separate article on 
this subject before long as soon as we are sure 
of our facts. The front transmission mounting 
looks more like that of 1955 and prior. Lower- 
ing the rear seats left no room for the bifid rub- 
ber pads. The new front mounting is much 
sturdier than the older single mounting, and on 
the right side of the transmission case there is 
an adjustable metal linkage to the frame to limit 
torsion. This is new and more on it will have to 
await the shop manual. The 356B will require a 
set of Metric Allen-type wrenches. The plug in 
the stearing gear box requires a Metric Allen to 
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production racing classes 


One day SCCA production racing Porsches were 
all in one class for all practical purposes; the 
next day Porsches were divided into 4 different 
classes based upon their past or expected per- 
formances by the SCCA at their national meeting. 


Performance class racing was nothing new to 
the people in California nor some SCCA regions 
in the Midwest and East. These progressive 
groups pioneered the experiment which finally 
the National SCCA adopted. 


The Porsche factory must face the fact that they 
are back in producing car racing in a big way. 
No longer can they tell you that if you want to 
race, go buy a GT. It would seem in order for 
the factory to review this new classification to 
list a reasonable amount of additional perform- 
ance optional equipment. 


Before the new season, let's analyze the new 
classes and try some crystal balling. 


Class C 


Porsche 1500GS-GT Carrera; M-B 300SL Coupe 
and Roadster; Jaguar XK150, 150 S (3.8); Aston 
Martin DB2-4; Ferrari 250GT Coupe and 
Cabriolet 


1500GS-GT Carrera is placed here with some 
real hot iron. Short tight courses like Marl- 
boro may find some Carreras springing sur- 
prises but we are afraid generally, the Carrera 
will find the going real rough. 1600GT 
Carrera is not an SCCA production car. 


Class D 


Porsche 1600 Super 90; Jaguar XK120, 140, 
150, 150S (3.4); Austin-Healey 3000; BMW 507; 
Morgan Plus Four; Arnolt Bristol; AC Bristol, Aceca 
Bristol; Frazer-Nash 


SCCA certainly has a very high opinion of the 
Super 90. This car looks to be really out- 
classed. Ace Bristol would seem to be the top 
car here. Short, tight courses, our only hope. 
Weight a big problem here. 


Class E 


Porsche 1500S, 1600S, TR2, TR3; Austin-Healey 
BN1, BN2, BN4, BN6é; MGA (dohc); Alfa Romeo 
Veloce; Alfa Romeo 2000; Lotus Elite; Turner- 
Climax; AC Ace and Aceca; Daimler Sports 250; 
Lancia Aurelia GT and Spyder; Fiat 1500 


This will be the wildest class. Understand 
Triumph will be allowed 2.2 liners as option. 
Veloce looks real tough, especially with those 
sneaky 1500 cc liners. May be a sleeper in 
here who will clean house. Real tough class 
for 1500 and 1600 Supers. 


Class F 


Porsche 1300N, 1300S, 1500N, 1600N; MGA 
(1500 and 1600); Fiat-Abarth 750 Record Mon- 
za (dohc); Denzel 1300S; Turner 950 Sports 
(through Stage Il); Austin-Healey Sprite (with 
factory options); Berkeley B95, B105; Fairthorpe 
Electron; Elva Courier (1500, 1600); DB HBR5 
850; HBR 850, HBR 750; Siata 208S; M-B 190SL 


The Normal Porsche returns as a competition 
car. This looks like the class to be driving a 
Porsche in for Hillclimbs. Real toss-up when 
you try to pick a class winner. The Denzel 
1300S could be real trouble. DB has every- 
one confused, as usual, over what is optional 
equipment. 


No Porsche has an easy mark in its class. 


The secret to this coming season, we predict, will 
be in the courses. Better handling will pay off one 
place while top speed will be the answer another 
day. 

It is actually funny to see the British manufac- 
turers rushing to get everything and anything 
listed as optional equipment for the season. To 
keep up with their constantly changing options, 
means practically rebuilding one of their cars. 


We don't imply that Porsche go to these ridicu- 
lous extremes, but several goodies could be real 
helps. 


As Mr. Herbert Dramm, Porsche of America Cor- 
poration Representative, has stated, ‘‘We are 
proud that the SCCA has such a high opinion of 
our cars, we will try not to disappoint them."

Your Porsche service warranty is ‘‘automatically 
voided”’ if: 


—the car has not been serviced in accordance 
with the service policy or has been serviced 
by an unauthorized dealer during the 6 month 
or 6,000 mile warranty period. 


—the original condition of the automobile has 
been altered by adding or installing parts not 
originating in the Porsche factory. This in- 
cludes the new Empi ‘‘Camber Compensator,”’ 
Abarth Mufflers, etc. 


—original Porsche spare parts have not been 
used in any repair work. 


—the engine has been changed. 
—the car has been sold by the original owner. 


—the car has been used in competition (road 
races, ice races, hillclimbs, etc.) 


what we would 
like to see 
on our porsche 


1. Better windshield wipers—this is almost self 
explanatory, but this is one important item 
which they have done a miserable job, con- 
sidering the lowness of the car and the 
amount of dirt that is thrown up by ‘‘Detroit 
lron.”’ 


2. Improved headlights—a lot of people have 
offered suggestions on how to do this, but 
why shouldn't the factory do something about 
this? None of the suggestions | have heard 
have been expensive to install so the factory 
should do it as a matter of course. 

(Ed. Note: The new 356B models are sup- 
posed to be improved.) 


3. A tinted windshield—a slight amount of tint- 
ing would improve driving conditions tremen- 
dously both at night when oncoming head- 
lights really blind you and in driving into a 
rising or setting sun. The curvature of the 
windshield is not so much that tremendous 
reflections occur, but anyone who has driven 
in a car with tinting will immediately recog- 
nize the advantage it offers. This would also 
help to keep the car cooler in the summer. 


4. Among little interior improvements which 
might be included are the extending of the 
rubber floor mats completely under the seats 
rather than stopping an inch or two under the 
seat. If anyone sits in the back they will 
automatically turn up the mat with their feet 
and push a lot of dirt under the front seat. 
Similarly, the hump in the back should be 
covered with a non-stainable material for the 
same reason. | would like to see that nice 
VDO electric clock included as a standard 
item. Unfortunately, most automobile clocks 
are not too reliable, but with the cost of the 
car being what it is, this would not be asking 
too much—or would it? (I know that all 
the racing fraternity will look upon this as 
heresay, but there are a lot of people who 
have the cars primarily for pleasure.) 


5. In the overall viewpoint, the car is very well 
built and well finished, but improvements can 
always be made no matter how good the 
product is. Better paint, chrome, rust pre- 
vention, etc. are always desirable.

Don't think for a minute that expensive 
equipment is necessary to win rallyes. | know 
a very good rallyest who won the annual Potomac 
Region Porsche Club’s Sportsman's Trophy by 
using a $3.00 set of time-distance tables. You 
will also find that the nationwide SCCA National 
Champions do not use the most expensive equip- 
ment. You see, it's like I've said all along, ‘‘No 
piece of equipment is smarter than its operator."' 


| am definitely crusading against outlawing ANY 
type of navigational equipment from rallyes. | 
do say, in the same breath, if a rallyemaster 
thinks something should be done about separat- 
ing these different types of navigation, let him 
set up classes in which the people with these 
so-called UNFAIR computers can compete. 


No doubt, after trying different kinds of aids, 
you will settle down with one type and this is 
where much of the fun of rallying comes in. When 
you find the equipment that suits you and really 
learn to use it, you will begin to get more fun 
out of rallying and you will pick up a few trophies 
along the way. 


Fun in rallying goes hand in hand with the 
proper use of your aids. Being a master of your 
equipment is like having a tooth filled with the 
aid of novocaine compared to having it filled 
without medication.

Most of the interchangeable parts between Volks-- 


wagen and Porsche concern the 356 Porsche 
models. Through the passing years many things 
have now been changed and 356A and 356B 
owners should check closely before any inter- 
changing. 


Panorama cannot take any responsibility for 
accuracy of this listing. 


Many PCAers wrote the Panorama office about 
a booklet titled ‘VW Spare Parts Applicable to 
Porsche Cars’’. Some also sent along a copy. 
No one has been able to find out who printed 
this book . . . factory people deny it has ever 
existed. 


With pure speculation, we will say that this book- 
let was made up by the Porsche factory back in 
the days when they had very few dealers. Being 
written in French, English and German (as are 
most factory parts books) this was to be a guide 
for the pioneering Porsche owner. 


The VW part numbering system has been changed 
since the book was printed; although any older 
VW dealer can convert them to the new numbers 
as is used in our interchangeable parts list pub- 
lished this month. 


Since the booklets were made up when Porsche 
was using the basic 25 HP VW crankcase, many 
parts are not usable. 


Below we list some parts which owners might 
check closer on for possible interchangeability:

speedometer 
cable repair 


A speedometer cable repair | have used suc- 
cessfully several times might be of interest to 
Pano readers. This works if the housing is OK 
and the core is broken, which is usually the case. 
Remove the old core by taking the nut off at the 
speedometer and pulling the core out. Remove 
the dust cap from the left front wheel and pull 
the other broken piece of core out. After re- 
moving this part, clamp the square part which 
fits in the dust cap in a vise and with a pliers, 
twist and wring out the wire core. Gently open 
the hole with a +30 drill. Get most any model 
of Ford or Chevy speedometer core. Check the 
square end with the bushing. If it is longer than 
the Porsche cable top end, trim it carefully with 
a side cutters. Grease the cable liberally and 
push it down the housing. Screw the nut onto the 
back of the speedometer. You will now notice 
you have several feet of cable hanging out the 
left front wheel. Trim it with side cutters to the 
proper length (about a half inch outside the 
spindle). Push the little square piece that you 
drilled out over the cable and crimp about twice 
with the side cutters. Install the dust cap and 
cotter pin, and hub cap, if your car is so 
equipped and you have a better assembly than 
new, as this one has been properly greased; if 
you did so when you put it in. | have found 
this quicker, easier and cheaper than installing 
a new cable assembly. 


I've thought of making some square tips with 
a set screw and carrying this with a cable, which 
would make changing the cable only a few min- 
utes job on a rallye. As | haven't broken a 
cable on a rallye, | haven’t gone to this extreme 
yet. 


My car, while not the oldest around, is a 1952 
Type 527 1500 Super Coupe, body number

ciutches and 
throwout 
bearings 


On examining a new 356B model clutch and 
throw out bearing set-up, we came across a cou- 
ple of interesting facts. 


The Hausserman disk spring had no clutch release 
plate or ring as on previous models. This disk 
spring now looks very similar to the disk spring 
used in the Corvair. 


When we examined the throw out bearing, we 
saw that it was centrally guided on a sleeve so 
that it would come out directly against the disk 
spring. You would get an equal load on all 
sides of the spring. Previously, the throw out 
bearing, which swung in an arc from the clutch 
lever release fork, had a tendency to only con- 
tact the disk spring release plate in one section, 
thus putting stress upon a small portion of the 
disk spring. Since the load was not evenly dis- 
tributed, we can assume that this may have been 
the cause of many broken clutch disk springs. 


It certainly looked as if the new throw out bear- 
ing arrangement could be adapted to older 
Porsches. 


We noticed that a measurement of 45 mm be- 
tween the contact surface at the transmission 
housing and the throw out bearing gave us the 
desired 34 to 1 inch clutch play when the engine 
was installed. With the older type throw out 
bearing arrangement, a distance of 65 mm be- 
tween the face of the throw out bearing (bearing 
must be parallel to surface of transmission 
flange) and the surface of the transmission flange 
gives you the desired % to 1 inch clutch play. 


By checking this distance and adjusting, if need- 
ed, by moving the adjustments on the clutch 
cable you can save yourself a lot of time and 
trouble when you check the clutch play after the 
engine is installed. 


Time will tell if this new throw out bearing ar- 
rangement will be the answer to Hausserman 
broken disk springs. 


diesel oil? 


We have received letters from members concern- 
ing the factory recommendation to use a good 
quality HD oil for diesel engines in the 1600S 
and 1600S-90. They also recommend HD oil 
for diesel engines to be used in the 1600N in 
competition, while recommending a good quality 
HD oil for carburetor engines under normal use. 


The big question seems to be over the use of the 
term ‘HD oil for diesel engines.’ 


All single viscosity, good quality HD motor oils 


are intended for API Service MS, MM and DG. 
The DG refers to the lightest service for use with 
diesel engines where you are using a fuel con- 
taining very small amounts of sulfur. 


There are also on the market diesel supplement 
1, 2, and 3 oils, which meet API Service DM and 
DS. These oils get their ratings from the amount 
of additives they contain. The additives are used 
because of the high contents of sulfur in diesel 
fuel. 


The famous Shell Rotella you hear factory men 
talk in awe about is a Supplement 3 oil for API 
Service DS. 


The European fuels coming from the Middle East 
usually contain larger amounts of sulfur than we 
have here and this may be behind the factory's 
general recommendation. 


Mr. Cunningham has raced his Jag team for 
years on Shell X-100 (single viscosity), which is 
the Shell brand of an HD oil for Service MS and 
DG. 

You will never be running your Porsche on diesel 
fuel with the high sulfur content. Also the good 
American gasolines have relatively small amounts 
of sulfur and the good quality HD oils all con- 
tain enough detergent properties to satisfy any- 
one. 

Therefore, if you use a single viscosity HD oil for 
API Service MS and DG for normal driving and 
competition you should be correct. 


The oil industry is in the process of revising their 
classification systems. The results we will bring 
to your attention when they are finalized.

open to check the oil level. The front wheel 
bearings no longer use the two nut and lock 
plate system like a VW. Instead, there is a U- 
shaped nut which is threaded to the spindle. 
When the proper adjustment of front wheel bear- 
ings is reached, this U-nut is tightened with a 
Metric Allen wrench. Neither of the above ex- 
amples will use an American Allen of the nearest 
size. 


There is an adjustable clutch peddle stop to keep 
the clutch from being depressed too far. If 
there is little play in the clutch peddle, it may be 
possible to depress the clutch to the point that the 
spring fingers of the pressure plate snap. This is 
known to have happened on '58 and '59 models. 
Giving the clutch peddle a little more play with 
still free disengagement, or setting up the peddle 
stop to prevent over disengagement seems to be 
the safe course. More on this when we or some- 
body else can talk with more specific knowledge. 
Pano has said that some of the Zenith carbs 
“leak like sieves."” We were able to take a 
quarter turn on every nut on each carb top plate. 
Maybe if this isn't done early, gasoline finds its 
way through the gaskets so that later tightening 
doesn't help. Ours doesn't leak. 


There is one accessory which all of us should 
have and that is seat belts. On our old '54 we 
installed belts at the proper angle, which meant 
that they connected through the floor to a steel 
plate across the belly-pan underneath just in 
front of the back seat. We hate to do this to 
the new 356B because the new back seats are 
real seats and do accommodate the children. 
The belts compromise the rear foot room. It 
would seem that a belt could be designed espe- 
cially for Porsche that could hook to the rear 
seat track mountings, which are welded to the 
floor. Let's hear from all who have ideas on this. 


In summary, the 356B represents the greatest 
changes in one year since late 1952. It is with- 
out question the best Porsche yet, and we don't 
expect as many improvements again in one year 
for quite a while.
